CLANDESTINE PROFILE

AFGHANISTAN CLANDESTINES 

It is obviously not business as usual right now. As I write this column, the President of 
the United States has declared that the USA is at war against world terrorism. Events are 
developing at an incredible pace, and certainly things will have happened between the 
time that 1 write this and the time when you receive your copy of The ACE. Despite this 
handicap, it seems almost definite that the USA will be taking military action against the 
Tailban in Afghanistan because they harbor international terrorists. The retaliation is 
obviously in response to the destruction of the World Trade Center in New York City by 
iwo hijacked airplanes, severe damage to the Pentagon building in Washington, DC by a 
third hijacked airplane, and the crash of a fourth hijacked airplane between Bedford and 
Somerset in Pennsylvania. Hence, all eyes are on Afghanistan and other countries in the 
Middle East and Asian region. 

The Taliban arc still not recognized by nearly all world countries with the notable 
exception of Pakistan, despite the fact that they militarily control about 95% of the 
country. Hence, radio stations controlled by the Taliban are still considered clandestine 
stations by most DXcrs. 

At a time like this, the first thing to remember from a clandestine DX perspective is the 
clandcstineradio.com web site. It remains an incredible resource for detailed information 
on clandestine stations worldwide, including those in Afghanistan. For those who have 
misplaced it, the http://www.clandestineradio.com/ URL for this site is absolutely 
essential right now At http://www.claiidestincradio.com/intel/afghanistan.htm you 
will find a detailed discussion of current clandestine radio activity associated with 
Afghanistan. A trip to this site is now an essential exercise for every ACE member. 

In Clandestine Radio Watch special supplement 79e, Nick Grace reported as early as 
September 13 that military planning against strategic targets in Afghanistan was 
underway in Washington, DC. He also noted that the Voice of Shari'a of Balkh Province, 
Mazar-c Sharif, relaying the main Tailiban station, via BBC Monitoring, announced that 
Afghanistan was willing to turn over Osama bin Laden to an unspecified Islamic court as 
soon as the USA provided "clear and substantial evidence for what it considers Osama to 
be responsible for." 

Nick also notes that the Voice of Shari'a, Kabul has recently been on a highly variable 
frequency of 7085, 7088, and thereabouts. The schedule is listed as 0100-0300 UTC in 
Pashto and Dari, 1500-1530 UTC in an unknown language with the last ten minutes 
possibly in English, 1530-1710 UTC in unknown languages, with the last twenty minutes 
in Russian. The station ID translates into English as the Voice of Islamic Law. 

You don't have to be a propagation expert to realize that the two hour broadcast at 1500 
UTC in the 40 meter ham CW band has absolutely no chance of propagating to the 
Western Hemisphere. In fact, the 0100 UTC transmission is going to be extremely 
difficult DX in this part of the world. Making matters worse, this broadcast has even 



proven difficult for BBCMS to hear via remote sites. Bob Wilkner of Florida via 
DXplorer noted a September 16 Reuters report that Afghanistan's Taliban Mullah 
Mohammad Omar spoke on Shari'a Radio September 15, but that BBCMS had "poor 
reception." The Mullah "urged Muslims there and around the world to face the threat of 
U. S. attack firmly and prepare for jihad (holy war) to defend their faith." 

In CRW, Nick Grace accurately suggested that it is likely that Shari'a Radio may not be 
on the air much longer. During military operations, radio stations are often among the 
first targets. In the mean time, if anybody miraculously hears Shari'a Radio on 40 meters 
at 0100 UTC, we will of course be acutely interested in the logging. Let us know. 

Per clandestineradio.com, there is a second Afghanistan station with a clandestine history. 
Takhar Radio is actually based in Pakistan, but the transmitter formerly broadcast Radio 
Afghanistan and the Voice of Free Taijikistan during the mid to late 1990's. It is now run 
by the Taliban and is called Radio Voice of Shari'a of Takhar Province. This one shows 
scattered loggings on 7070v kHz (variable all the way from 7000 to 7085). The most 
recent of these suggest that there may be a one hour broadcast at 0230 UTC. This 
generated some loggings on a scattered basis over the last couple of years. Good luck on 
this one. Of course, it could be possible that the same Pakistan transmitter might be used 
for broadcasts by multiple Tailban stations, just as stations like WWCR carry a number of 
programs in the USA. According to CRW, this station is operated by Burhanuddin 
Rabbani of the Jamiat-e-Islami group. 

A fair conclusion is that like the Colombian rebels, the Taliban have failed to invest in a 
decent international broadcasting service that will put a signal into North America. We 
shall see if this situation continues as the war develops. 

UNITED PATRIOT RADIO 

United Patriot Radio continues to smash its record as the longest-running domestic 
clandestine with a United States target area and a United States transmitter. They remain 
on the air most nights, generally on 6900 kHz USB from Kentucky with a very widely 
heard signal. I monitored them after the terrorist attacks on the USA and found a curious 
pattern. During the first day or two after the attacks, the station continued its contrarian 
"patriot" orientation that was very much against the conventional wisdom. They spent 15 
minutes one night citing "patriot" structural engineers saying that it was impossible for 
the World Trade Center towers to collapse following an airplane crash. They therefore 
concluded that there also were bombs inside the building. This analysis was contradicted 
by many dozens of engineers who were shown on all major USA television networks. 
The mainstream engineers all attributed the collapse to weakened structural steel from the 
intense fires inside the towers. 

But, by the end of the week, United Patriot Radio did a 180 degree turn. The contrarian 
material disappeared. It became clear that this emergency was just the sort of thing that 
the patriot movement had been waiting for. The "militia" was placed on full alert, with 
6900 kHz designated as the frequency for dissemination of patriot announcements. On 
September 15 they announced that they were going to operate a 24 hour a day service, on 
6900 kHz until 0400 UTC, switching to 3260 kHz after 0400. This was a short lived 
policy, since I did not notice them on the air at all on the evening of September 16. 
Programming continues to be a mix of satellite program feeds and local United Patriot 
Radio productions. Some of the satellite programs are announcing the 6900 UPR relay. 
Their message currently is that the purpose of the militia is to protect the property of 
Americans. So, this operation probably deserves a check occasionally, particularly under 
the current conditions of genuine national emergency in the United States. 

OTHER MIDDLE EASTERN NEWS 

Since I'm writing this before any late September developments on the world stage, I need 
lo remind us that Afghanistan is not the only part of the world that has suddenly become 



crucial. There are many other Middle Eastern countries that will be at the forefront of 
USA policies as the war develops. You can always check clandestineradio.com to refresh 
your memory about any fresh trouble spots. But, we know for certain that Iraq is bound to 
be one of them. Our old acquaintance Saddam Hussein has already issued statements 
blaming the United States for its own terrorist attacks. 

Bud Slacey forwarded a British Guardian newspaper report in late August indicating that 
Liberty TV, a satellite service operated by the Iraqi National Congress and other USA- 
funded groups, anticipated going on the air in early September. One hour programs of 
news and discussion, allegedly including film shot clandestinely within Iraq, are being 
aired. The station, with a budget of $84 million, uses a transponder on the Telstar 12 
satellite. Radio Free Europe was quoted in the report suggesting that Saddam Hussein 
was unlikely to allow more than tiny fractions of the Iraqi population to operate satellite 
dishes to pick up the shows. Thus, RFE contends that radio is a better clandestine 
broadcasting medium. RFE is right, of course. 

BIAFRA 

Under normal circumstances, the return of Biafra to 
be extremely big news. But, under this month's i 
fairly deep down in the column. Veteran DXers will remember ancient clandestines of the 
1960's that were associated with this Nigerian Province's succession civil war. Biafra is 
now back on the clandestine radio airwaves. Numerous North American loggings of the 
Voice of Biafra International have been circulating widely. The station's 12150 kHz 
frequency normally operates between 1900-2000 UTC. Interval signals from the Voice of 
Russia are often heard on this frequency before and after the B : -'~ 
widespread speculation that this one could be using a Russian tr; 

The operations seems well coordinated and financed at this time. An internet URL at 
http://www.biafraland.com provides more information about the goals behind the 
station. It also provides a biafraland@biafraland.com e-mail address, as well as a 
postal address for mailed correspondence at Voice of Biafra International, 733 15th 
Street, North West, Suite 700, Washington, DC 20005 . 

The Biafran clandestine is considerably easier to hear than the Afghanistan stations, so a 
check of their 25 meter frequency is obviously warranted. 

KIRK BAXTER 

Last night I had dinner with Kirk Baxter, who many of us remember as an extremely 
important force in the history of The ACE. Kirk was President and Publisher of ACE for 
many years as a replacement for our founder Darren Leno. Kirk also edited the DiaLogs 
column for several years while he simultaneously published the bulletin. I joked with 
Kirk that I was going to print that he delayed the production of this ACE column. But, I 
instead report that Kirk provided valuable background material. He reports that he is now 
settled in with his new Ohio job, a 



id that he hopes to resume activity in ACE shortly.

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Covert Comms

By now we've all heard of the terrible tragedy of the terrorist attacks in New York 
City and Washington, DC. I sat in shock and horror that Tuesday morning watching the 
images on TV, not believing such a thing could happen. 

One of the questions in the SWL community that came up was, has anyone 
noticed any increase or other change in numbers station activity before or since the 
terrorist attacks. The general consensus is that there has been no appreciable difference in 
numbers activity. This does certainly appear to be a strange occurrence, since one would 
think that intelligence agencies would be passing enormous amounts of traffic to their 

One thing that we can assume about "normal" numbers traffic is that most 
messages are dummy messages, or message groups sent to cover the lack of normal traffic 
and to make the enemy waste time on decryption efforts. 

The E3 "Lincolnshire Poacher" station (as well as her sister station E4 "Cherry 
Ripe") send numerous messages on a daily basis, each consisting of 200 groups. It's hard 
to imagine that every message is a valid message. This is one way to hide messages, as 
opposed to remaining silent until a high number of messages need to be sent. Anyone 
attempting traffic analysis won't notice anything different. Lincolnshire Poacher is 
located in Cyprus, broadcasting presumably to agents in the Middle East. 

Since all the evidence points to Mideastcm terrorists, it may be worth keeping an 
ear on number stations broadcasting to/from the Middle East in the near future. There's 
no guarantee that there will be any difference in message traffic, but it's worth looking out 
for. 

Lincolnshire Poacher (E3) - As noted earlier, LP is located on Cyprus and believed to be 
broadcasting to agents in the Middle East. Frequencies used are 5746, 6959, 8464, 9251, 
10426, 11545, 12603, 13375, 14487, 15682, 16084, 16314, and 16475 kHz. 
Transmissions are normally used on parallel frequencies. Different frequencies are used 
at different times of the year. Messages are always 200 groups long, each group sent 

4XZ (M22) - 4XZ is listed as Haifa Naval, Israel. Supposedly this station is used to 
transmit messages in CW to Israeli naval vessels, but transmissions are always one-way 
broadcasts consisting of 5L groups. Occasionally some Hebrew plaintext is noted. Most 
of the time the VVV DE 4XZ marker is sent. Messages are sent at random times. 
Message numbers in the preamble are sent backwards. Frequencies used are 591 1, 6920, 
6417,9256, 10046, 12984, 16317, 17050, and 18481 kHz. 

Mossad (E10) - The Mossad stations consist of a female voice reading 5L message groups 
consisting of international phonetics. Messages are sent twice. Various callups are used 
on different frequencies, and callups with a "2" after the three-digit call mean that no 
message will be sent. Occasionally, message strings will be sent in place of messages, 
for example, I once heard one of the stations repeating SYN28P14F553. One can only 
guess what these strings mean. Some E10 frequencies used are 4560, 4880, 6840, 6912, 
10125, 10352. 12950, 14750, 15980. 17170, 17410, and 19715 kHz.
